2. BEGIN TEXT. THE SOVIET SIDE IS SERIOUSLY CONCERNED OVER 
THE FACT THAT THOUGH THE CONTROL AGREEMENT BETWEEN NON- 
NUCLEAR COUNTRIES OF EURATOM AND THE IAEA UNDER THE NON- 
CONFIDENTIAL

PROLIFERATION TREATY CAME FORMALLY INTO FORCE IN FEBRUARY 
1977, THOSE COUNTRIES, FIRST OF ALL THE FRG, ITALY, BELGIUM, 
NETHERLANDS AND LUXEMBOURG, HAVE NOT ACTUALLY COMPLIED IN 
FULL WITH OBLIGATIONS TAKEN BY THESE COUNTRIES UNDER THE 
NPT, WHICH CAN NEGATIVELY AFFECT THIS IMPORTANT INTER- 
NATIONAL TREATY. 
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3. IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES THE SOVIET SIDE CONSIDERS IT 
NECESSARY TO DRAW THE ATTENTION OF THE US GOVERNMENT TO THE 
SERIOUS NATURE OF THE SITUATION RESULTING FROM EVADING BY 
NON-NUCLEAR COUNTRIES OF EURATOM ACCEPTANCE OF THE CONTROL 
IN FULL WHICH IS ESSENTIAL FOR THE IAEA IN DISCHARGING ITS 
FUNCTIONS UNDER THE CONTROL AGREEMENT. 

4. GRANTED THE INTEREST OF BOTH OUR COUNTRIES IN FURTHER 
CONSOLIDATING THE REGIME OF NON-PROLIFERATION OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. THE SOVIET SIDE EXPECTS THAT THE US GOVERNMENT 
WILL USE ALL ITS INFLUENCE, WHICH IS CONSIDERABLE SINCE 
THE US IS A MAJOR SUPPLIER OF NUCLEAR FUEL MATERIAL AND 
EQUIPMENT OF DIFFERENT KINDS TO THE COUNTRIES OF EURATOM. 

FOR BRINGING NECESSARY PRESSURE TO BEAR UPON THESE 
COUNTRIES SO THAT THEY ACCEPT AT THE EARLIEST THE FULL 
IAEA CONTROL. END TEXT VANCE

2. BEGIN TEXT. THE SOVIET SIDE IS SERIOUSLY CONCERNED OVER 
THE FACT THAT THOUGH THE CONTROL AGREEMENT BETWEEN NON- 
NUCLEAR COUNTRIES OF EURATOM AND THE IAEA UNDER THE NON- 
PROLIFERATION TREATY CAME FORMALLY INTO FORCE IN FEBRUARY 
1977, THOSE COUNTRIES, FIRST OF ALL THE FRG, ITALY, BELGIUM, 
NETHERLANDS AND LUXEMBOURG, HAVE NOT ACTUALLY COMPLIED IN 
FULL WITH OBLIGATIONS TAKEN BY THESE COUNTRIES UNDER THE 
NPT, WHICH CAN NEGATIVELY AFFECT THIS IMPORTANT INTER- 
NATIONAL TREATY. 

3. IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES THE SOVIET SIDE CONSIDERS IT 
NECESSARY TO DRAW THE ATTENTION OF THE US GOVERNMENT TO THE 
SERIOUS NATURE OF THE SITUATION RESULTING FROM EVADING BY 
NON-NUCLEAR COUNTRIES OF EURATOM ACCEPTANCE OF THE CONTROL

4. GRANTED THE INTEREST OF BOTH OUR COUNTRIES IN FURTHER
